Figures of the duration of mar- 


riages show that the largest num- 
ber were granted' couples who had 
been married from one to four years, 
the smallest number more than 30 
years. This .would. indicate that 
most people are-willing to try mar- 
riage out for at.least a year, and 
that after they have been married 
20 years they are apt to hug their 
claims. 


-Statistics also show that the more 


children there'are in a family, the 
less is the inclination of the'parents 
to get a divorce, as the accompany- 
ing tables will show. 


It will be noted that in more than 


half of the families where divorces 
were granted, there were either no 
children or one child. 


'In Dane county during the year, 


44 divorces were granted, 22 of them 
for- cruel and inhuman treatment, 
G for non-support, one for adultery, 
desertion 14 and voluntary separa- 
tion two. 
Of the .,44 couples five 


were married at Rockford, 111., two 
at Free'port, 111., and one at Wauke- 
gan, 111. Several were married 
in, 


Chicago. As it is easier to secure 
a marriage license in Rockford than 
almost anywhere else, it is some- 
times said that half of the divorced 
couples were married in that city. 
The-figurcs above would hardly tend 
to bear out such a contention. 


Since Oct. 1, 1919, there have been 


granted in Dane county 30 divorces, 
18 for cruel and inhuman treatment, 
S for infidelity and 9 for desertion 
and cruelty.

It may be ad- 
visable,' when there is open infidel- 
ity or cruelty which threatens the 
very life of 
the 
family, for the 


couple to live apart. This sort- of

Rather than compromise- on the 
law, I attribute the spread of di- 
vorces, which now. number one to 
every eight marriages, to -the spread 
ofirreligion, 60 per cent of the peo- 
ple of this country being utterly 
unchurched; to the breaking down 
of moral standards; to the preach- 
ment of mere utilitarian morality 
that does not recognize the law of 
God, by irreligious leaders includ- 
ing teachers, instructors, profes- 
sors, doctors and lawyers; to the 
hasty marriages, where the parties 
lack the religious spirit which alone 
can make marriage possible; to the 
fact that people, know that they can 
obtain, by a sort of collusion, di- 
vorce, and so give way to their 
selfish desires. 
Real marriage is 


essentially a life-long contract. Any 
limitation, implicitly or explicitly 
placed upon what should be a life 
long contract, does not permit o: 
a real marriage. Divorce and re 
marriage are, in fact, worse than 
Mormonism, or the Turkish harem. 
The latter especially is frankly a 
harem, by which system a man has 
openly a plurality of wives simul- 
taneously, while under our system, 
he has a plurality of wives' success- 
ively. I believe that divorcees, men 
or women, "should be socially ostra- 
cized so as to discourage divorce. 
Such ostracism would be a Chris- 
tian virtue."

Mrs. Joseph Jastrow: "The cause 


of widespread divorce is largely a 
que_stion, I think, of not entering 
seriously into marriage 
and the 


failure to realize the responsibili- 
ties marriage forces updn both par- 
tier to it.

It is a good thing that divorces can 
bo granted, but I do not think it

ous attention and activity. Divorces 
like scarlet fever rashes or any 
other symptom of disease bodily or 
social should be reduced to a mini- 
mum but only through attacking the 
causes. Thus scientific rationalism i 
becomes the handmaid of Christian ! 
idealism.

One factor which operates'to ere-i 


ate unhappy 
marriages is that of' 


the ignorance of the 
contracting 


parties as to the nature, duties, re- 
sponsibilities and ideals of the mar- 
ried state. I would have every child 
familiar with the biology of repro- 
duction, and every young person ac- 
quainted to some extent at least 
with the ethics, socialogy, psychol- 
ogy and hygiene of sex relations and 
with the principles of eugenics. The 
fear that such teaching would cre- 
ate a morbid interest is, I think, un- 
founded. 
The morbid interest al- 


ready exists and can only be correct- 
ed by replacing it with an intelligent 
interest.

makes a strong plea for the pay- 
ment of lugher salaries to profess- 
ors and 
advocates an increase of 


one-fourth of a mill in. the univer- 
sity tax, -which would add $1,000,- 
000 to its -income. 


To the needs of the state's nine 


normal 
schools, that 
train the 


teachers for the public school.*, the 
governor devotes only three short 
pcragraphs and recommends an in- 
crease in their tax of one-sixth of a 
mill, yielding $678,000. 
Finally,

afterthought, 


Gov. 
Philipp devotes'one paragraph 


of -eight 
lines to the" common 


schools! . Nothing- short 
of repro- 


duction will do it'justice. Here it is: 


"The -salaries of school teachers 


are fixed''by .the respective school 
boards, except insofar as a mini- 
mum, salary is fixed by law. If in 
your opinion the present minimum 
teachers'' salaries are inadequate, I 
would ask you, to' enact legislation 
increasing such ' minimum, and at 
the same 'tirne empower the towns, 
cities, and villages to raise the nec- 
essary. funds^-therefore, by increas- 
•'c the present tax rate." 


You. observe that the governor

school teachers is too low, that 
does iiot argue'fbr higher sala- 
ries'.as in the case of- the university 
professors; that he does not recom-
